Zoning Text Amendment for Self-Storage Facilities.

Zoning Text Amendment TXT2015-00239, to insert Self-Storage Warehouse as a separate use in
the land use tables (Sec. 25.12.03 and Sec. 25.13.03) and allow this as a conditional use in the I-L,
I-H, MXE and MXB zones. The condition is that the use cannot be allowed within 250 feet of a
public school. In addition, self-storage warehouse is to be deleted from the list of permitted uses in
the definition of Service Industrial, Sec. 25.03.02. Authorized for filing by the Mayor and Council
on November 10, 2014. Public testimony will be received on this item by the Commission, which
will make a recommendation to the Mayor and Council. The Commission voted 5-1 (Commissioner
Littlefield voted no, and Commissioner Trahan was absent) to recommend that Mayor and Council
not approve the proposed zoning text amendment.
